This includes the hear- 
ing before Governor Rolph, and the subsequent trial in 
Judge Ward’s court which found Mooney innocent.

Editorial Column 


Whose Program Is Practical 


The Sinclairites and the Socialist Party candidates have both 
agitated that the Communist Party program is not practical. 
They have posed their vague promises against the Communist 
platform. a matter of fact ONLY THE COMMUNIST 
PARTY HAS ACHIEVED PRACTICAL GAINS FOR THE 
WORKERS AND POOR FARMERS OF CALIFORNIA. 


Two years ago, the cotton pickers were paid 40 cents per 
hundred pounds. When the Communist Party entered the cotton 
fields, wages were almost immediately raised to 60 cents per 
hundred pounds. This, however, was terribly inadequate, and 
through the cotton strike led by Communists last year, wages 
went up again to 75 cents a hundred pounds, and this year, the 
very entrance of the Communist Party and the militant elements 
into the cotton fields, has again raised wages to a minimum of 
90 cents per hundredweight, and in many cases up to $1.05 per 
hundred. No other Party can show such tremendous practical 
achievements.

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The unemployed were starving and being evicted from their 


homes while capitalist politicians were making contemptible 
statements about the unemployed being “unwilling to work. 


Through the hunger marches, demonstrations and other activities 
led by the Communist Party, the capitalist politicians were forced 
to retreat, and today, although still woefully inadequate, we have 
at least won some measure of relief from the capitalist class, 
and have forced the capitalists to change from their contemptu- 
ous tone towards the unemployed, to one where they are forced 
to at least lend an ear to the demands of the jobless workers. 


In the maritime industries, the whole capitalist class was de- 
termined to defeat the longshoremen in the first few days of the 
strike, but through the activities of the Communists, the seamen 
were called out on strike, and the strike was spread to the entire 
Coast. Through the help and advice given by the Communist 
Party, the longshoremen were able to steer clear of the rocks on 
which the betrayers, Joseph P. Ryan, and other A. FF’. of L. fakers 


tried to make the strike founder. It was in a large measure 
because the maritime workers followed the leadership of the 


Communists that they were able to win some gains in the strike. 
Had it not been for the fact that a part of the seamen were 
misled by the International Seamen’s Union fakers and a large 
part of the workers in San Francisco outside of the maritime 
industry were misled by the A. F. of L. Central Labor Council 
fakers, much more would have been won.

% Face Starvation or Fight 


Now that the companies are 
cutting down their crews, the lum- 
ber workers are in a tough spot. 
Wages are so little that they 
couldn't lay aside any money to 
tide them over for a while. Whe- 
ther they eat at home or in the 
restaurants, they find the cost of 
food has gone up. While the lam- 
ber workers starve this winter— 
that is, if they submit to starva- 
tion—they may be consoled by 
the fact that the stockholders and 
NRA officials will have penty of
